If there is in the heart 
a destre'to do wrong, lhe moment if 
Is felt wrong can be done with im- 
punity, it is likely that desire will be 
put into action.' • . 

. Mmt Mean Change of Heart 

REPENTANCE that will lead to 
forgiveness muat be based upon 
a change of heart in the sinners 
that is a change in the de^iws and 
Motives that are behind action. In 
the case of the sinner against God, 
using the term in the spiritual sense, 
there must be, in place of the rebel- 
lioua and disobedient spirit, the
